A QUESTION OF LAW AND ORDER 
(Part 1D 


«Law and Order” cannot mean bash- 
ing people on their skulls with billy 
clubs, shooting first and investigating 
later, or spraying city blocks of people 
with tear gas or mace, It cannot mean the 
application of deadly or near-deadly 
force by authorities who areas emotion- 
ally involved as those against whom itis 
applied, Nor can these acts, when they 
occur, be excused with the argument that 
the people shouldn't be there in the first 
place. 

Law and Order does not mean the 
suppression of protest. Just as lawis the 
foundation upon which our democracy 
stands, and order is essential for its 
functioning, so is protest an integral 
part of our democratic idea, 

Change is the mood of ‘‘now’’, There 
is a tendency for mass communication 
to spread an idea quickly but the protests 
of recent months are not just a fad. 
Demonstrators are not on the street just 
because they have nothing else to do. 
There is change in the offing alloverthe 
world, The old ways have simply come to 
the end of the line, Extraordinary de- 
velopments in science and technology, 
communication and transportation are 
demanding that laws and customs catch 


Comp. Cong. Revolut- 


ionizes AMA Rules

American motorcycle competition will enter a new era in 1969 when the 
liberalizing rules enacted by the first Competition Congress last week take 


effect. 


The meeting on October 28, 29 and 30 in Columbus, Ohio was described 
by one AMA executive as “by far the smoothest meeting of the 27 I’ve been at.” 


“One of the Great Inequalities Has Been Swept Aside’ 


First the Congress eliminated the long-endured “displacement gap” for 
flattrack and speedway motorcycles. The old rule required 500cc overhead 
valve engines to race against 750cc side valve designs. This was changed to 
allow a maximum displacement of 750cc for all, regardless of design. 

Now dirt track fans will thrill to the roar of Triumph Bonnevilles, Kawa- 
saki Avengers and Norton Atlases (as well as the yet-unnamed Yamaha 40- 
incher) in the mile and %-mile speedway contests. 

Tuners and sponsors will find their roles a little easier and less expen- 
sive now that currently-available motorcycles can be raced on an inch-for- 
inch basis, in what is still the number one U.S. cycle interest — dirt track 


competition. 


The old rule still applies to road racing, however. 750cc sidevalve (Hare 
ley-Davidson) versus 500cc OHV or 2-stroke ‘(every body else). 


One Brake OK On Dirt Trackers 


To quiet the buzzing hornet’s nest kicked by the unpopular recent ban on 


2-stroke compression releases, the Congress decided to allow one braking de- 
vice on all dirt track machines. Only front brakes are disallowed, for obvious 
reasons. This sensible ruling will once again permit 2-stroke bikes to com- 
pete equally with 4-strokes, and it deserves the applause of every racer and 
speedway fan. 


Professional Moto-Cross Established 


Probably the most important single action of the Congress was establish- 
ing a Professional Moto-Cross category in AMA racing. Doing this required 
some clever parliamentary maneuvering, since the AMA-appointed Chairman, 
Bill Berry, wanted his own set of rules to be adopted for moto-cross. Berry 
has never even. seen a professional moto-cross. His rules were merely the 
AMA’s old TT rules, with moto-cross scoring. 

But intelligent delegates in the elected Congress voted instead to adopt 
the rules drafted by an experienced, 3-man delegate committee, which closely 
resemble the better international moto-cross rules, 


Sportsmen, Road Riders Get a Break 


Additionally, the Congress edited and updated the entire rulebook for 
sportsman racing and road riders’ contests. Everybody got to make his views 
known, and club members have good reason to be proud of the men that they 
elected to represent them. The high caliber of delegates and the way they 
cooperated for the benefit of the sport was truly inspiring. 

A complete text of the rule revisions will be published in this newspaper 
as soon as the official minutes of the Congress are available. Meantime, 
racers, road riders, start getting your new equipment ready, and racefans, 
polish up your binoculars for a new season of motorcycle excitement, starting 
January. 1! 


up. There are genuine revolutions (not 
revolutionary wars) all about us, 


Potentially Explosive 


To attempt to stamp out this change 
would be explosive. There are many 
among us who would prefer to stay with 
the status quo. With allits problems they 
see it as stability and security. There 
are others among us who want rapid, 
intense change. With all its hazards they 
see it as opportunity and progress. Most 
of us would like it both ways. And some 
sort of compromise is the likely answer, 
But compromise requires firstan honest 
appraisal of the question. 

When we look at the appeals for “Law 
and Order’? (and almost everyone is 
making one) they seem to cover three or 
four separate ideas, There’s the cry of 
Crime-in-the-Streets. Yet, when people 
speak of Crime-in-the-Streets to Ne- 
groes-in-the-Streets as though they were 
somehow synonymous, Or this becomes 
Hippies -in-the-Streets or Teenagers- 
in-the-Streets or Demonstrators-in- 
the-Streets, Obviously these are differ- 
ent situations and to equate them is to 
preclude any adequate solution, 

It is still open to question as to whether 
crime in its accepted sense has abated 
appreciably as a result of stiffer penal- 
ties. Statistically it has increased by 
ever more numerous laws which define 
as crime, acts which were not crimes a 
few years ago — the narcotic laws for 
example. Crime, when considered as 
attacks upon person or property (aside 
from riots), seems to have fluctuated 
over the last half century, relatively in- 
dependent of laws and enforcement, grad- 
ually increasing as urban living has 
increased, 

It hasn’t been police action that has 
kept matters under control. It’s been 
the natural restraint fostered by the 
weight of custom, 

Murder is still an exceptional act, 
Most murders are caused by private cir- 
cumstances. Most people do not want to 
kill, They believe that killing is not a 
proper act. Even if they could be certain 
of not being discovered they still would 
not kill. 

Most human behavior is governed by 
this rule, People follow their own beliefs 
and when they do not they must answer 
to their own consciences. 

The big problem is that public and 
private patterns do not match. This has 
probably always been so, to some extent, 
but the important thing about ‘‘now’’ is 
that so many people have decided they 
will no longer tolerate this hypocrisy, 


No Meaning 


There is one reason for People-in- 
the-Streets. They believe that killing is 
not a proper act, that it does notbecome 
so just because Government wills it. For 
years private killing has been dondemned 
and state killing (in the form of war) 
rewarded, For many consciences this 
conflict has become unbearable. 

Throughout the range of human acti- 
vity we have long condoned this sort of 
cynicism concerning our public and pri- 
vate consciences. Even as we speak of 
«law and order" we use a phrase that 
has no meaning. There is law and there 
is order but «law and order" isn'teither. 
Law isn't just the fine line of words. 
Take for example, alcohol and mari- 
juana...one is legal, one isn't, One makes 
a party, the other a bust, Yet whoamong 
us can say that one is more less harmful 
than the other? 

Law isn’t just the imposition of the 
standards of some upon the rest, 

Law is a protection against such things. 
Law is a concept designed to eliminate 

‘the arbitrary and capricious use of pow- 
er by one man against another, Law is 
the one and only safeguard of our liberty 
and our rights...including the right to 
protest, Law is the structure within 
which we can examine our differences, 
and experiment with changes and reach 
compromises, Law, order and liberty. 
Without the third, thefirst twoare mean- 
ingless,

More Records For Leo 

Leo Payne from Cedar Rapids, Iowa 
set two new records on his open-frame 
Harley Sportster, One at a two-way 
average of 155.883 for gas class C- 
AG3000 and another two-way average of 
182,790 on fuel for class C-A-3000. 
Leo's bike was running so cold and rich 
it sounded as if he was hitting the kill 
button for an instant on purpose all the 
way through the 2- 1/4 and 3 mile traps. 

Don McEvoy was back. Last year he 
tried to break the two-way speed aver- 
age of 191.302 mph held by Boris Murray 
and his double-engine Triumph by quali- 
fying at 194,80, But then he broke a chain 
on his record attempt. This year he kept 
burning pistons in his rear engine. 
Changing fuel mixtures and spark plugs 
from hot to cold didn't help. 

On Thursday afternoon while making 
his sixth piston replacement his rider, 
Buddy Martinez, came across a wad of 
string stuck in the fuel line between the 
bowl and the carburetor. Top time for 
this team was 179 mph. 
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McEvoy-Martinez' double-engined Triumph had 
traction and piston problems. They turned 
179 mph. 

Don Slinger on the twin engine Royal 
Enfield posted 185,50 mph as his top 
speed, Time forced Slinger to give up 
his attempt at joining the exclusive 200 
mph club as he was also running a single 
bike on fuel in the partial-streamlined 
class. He broke the old record of 133,894 
in this class, Slinger's new record for 
class PS-A-700 is now 141.879, 

New Zealander Bert Munro, the 69- 
year-old speedster, ran only three times 
to a high time of 155 mph inhis stream- 
liner, Magneto trouble caused him to step 
to the sidelines for the rest of the meet, 
Bert had set fast time on the Salt last 
year with over 185 mph.

So You Want To Ride the Desert? 


Here are a few do’s and don’ts a new 
rider should know before getting on the 
starting line. From the very beginning, 
a rider should practice as much as 
possible with a fairly good desert bike: 
Good suspension, big dirt tires, a good 
air cleaner, desert bars, and proper 
gearing. 

When you’ve got the equipment shaped 
up, take it out in the desert, Practice 
riding the sandy trails and sandwashes 
until you get good at it. The ideais to go 
fast enough to get on top of the sand and 
glide over the top, with the front end 
light. 

Use body English to turn rather than 
by steering the front wheel, start early 
into the turn and go to the inside of the 
groove, Keep your feet up, except for a 
tight turn that you want to slide, 

It helps considerably to go trailing 
with a good rider, Follow him and do 
what he does, as it is always easier to 
Show someone then to tell him, 

Before racing you should feel confident

in the sandwashes and be able to stand up 
on the pegs to gofastin rough boondocks, 
doing wheelies over the bumps, You 
should also have mastered the downhills. 
Never stop at the top to think about it— 
just go down in low gear, Keep the bike 
going straight, and keep the rear wheel 
turning slowly. Don’tlock up both brakes, 


100 Feet Ahead 


The thing in desert racing is to look 
a hundred feet in front of you. Get set for 
the coming territory, plan the proper 
rpm’s for hills, the right gears for 
jumps, etc. You're not going to get there 
fast by looking down at your front wheel, 
worrying about small rocks, Plan your 
moves early so that you’re smooth and 
properly prepared for that big rock. 

Now you’re ready for racing, Start off 
with a good piece of equipment, If you've 
beaten-up your practice bike, get a fresh 
one, A lot of good, new riders have kept 
themselves out of the trophies because 
of used, tired equipment — then become

discouraged and quit. It also helps to 
know your bike mechanically — in case 
the throttle cable breaks just before a 
race, for example. 

Before getting on the starting line, 
make sure Somebody knows you're out 
there even better than having a good 
buddy around you can join a desert club 
that'll have pits and gas available, 

Now check your bike out: cables, all 
nuts tight, lock nuts on the tires, Carry 
some emergency equipment; Arope, plug 
wrench, а couple of extra plugs. 

Find out as much as you can about the 
course: Where the smoke bomb is, 
whether the loop is to go clockwise or 
counter-clockwise, This way, if you get 
lost, you'll have a fair chance of finding 
where you went wrong. Check out the 
area to the smoke bomb, to find a good 
trail and be able to get a good start, as 
that's half the battle. 

You should already have practiced your 
dead-engine starts, either Le Mans or 
sitting on the seat (this should become 
automatic, so that you won't have to 
think about it), Be sure to keep an eye on 
the starting banner, they may drop it as 
Soon as you get your starting check, It's 
great to be first on your trail, to sit 
back and just turn it on. 

Now you’re in the midst of the race, 
The leaders are out of sight and the 
slower riders behind you. Don’t cross 
from side to side on a two-rut trail, as 
there may be faster riders trying to pass, 

Follow the lime: three or more marks 
close together on one side means to get 
ready for a turn on that side; three strips 
of lime across the course mean danger; 
six strips across the course meana road 
crossing. If you don't see any lime or 
ribbon markers for a quarter of a mile 
or so, make a U-turn and go back to the 
last marking to, pick up the trail, 

You will find that riding a marked 
course is much safer than rambling over 
an unmarked trail; such things like a big 
washout will be marked ona race course. 

Three types of desert racing offer a 
lot of fun riding for your money — The 
old-fashioned Hare & Hound (two or 
three separate loops totalling approxi- 
mately a hundred miles) the Hare Scram- 
bles, (one short loop of about twenty miles 
on which you make four laps) and the 
European Scrambles (approximately a 
four-mile course, you race for forty- 
five minutes), 

Now you’re a real desert enthusiast. 
Go out to the desert on Saturday after- 
noon to check your bike out before the 
Sunday race, then sit around the camp- 
fire at night and bench race. Just don't 
go so fast that you fall off the bench.

CARLSBAD, Cal., Nov. 3 — Racers and 
spectators alike are getting used to the 
orderly manner in which the California 
Moto-Cross Club handles the race-day 
program, The November Moto-Cross 
was typical.

Lars Larsson missed the start of the 
first Moto and wasn't able to bring his 
Husky up into contention, But nobody 
could deny Larsson the second Moto, and 
again Darnell had to follow the leader 
home. 

Darnell had blood in his eye in the final 
moto and led from flag to flag, taking 
top cash. 

The 250cc Junior class was the largest 
of the day. CZ-mounted A, Newsom 
wormed his way to top spot, Chris Hol- 
lenbeck stormed to second. 

B, Grossi brought his Montesa down 
from the north, and showed the local 
500cc junior talent the way around the 
course, Once again, it was Chris Hollen- 
beck finishing second on a Bultaco. 

Larsson had lost the 125 and 250cc 
classes, but the 500cc was a different 
matter. Closest to him was Jim Wilson 
on a Greeves, who did manage to beat the 
Husky-mounted Swedish fireball in the 
third moto.

End of an Era 
at Ascot

The final half mile of the season at 
Ascot Friday, Nov. 8, may also be the 
final time for many of the machines in 
competition, This, because of the new 
ruling that will allow all machine sizes 
to jump to 750cc next year instead of the 
whiskered rule that held overhead valve 
rigs to 500cc's. 

The Ascot track has long been the 
stronghold for the 500's and especially 
the BSA Gold Star single. Already many 
owners and riders are planning on chang- 
ing to the larger, more economical twins 
for next season, 

In the past dozen years the 500’s have 
won more than 90% of the races over the 
750cc sidevalve machines. This was at 
Ascot. The story was different on a 
nationwide basis, 

The Harley 750’s have already cap- 
tured the high point expert title at Ascot 
for the season with Mel Lacher responsi- 
ble. H-D rider Mert Lawwill not only 
won the Eight Mile National last month 
but set a new track record as well, It was 
the first Harley win in ten years at 
the national. 

Next season all machines, regardless 
of where the valves are located, will 
race on the same inch-for-inch basis, 

The 500’s have won the state half-mile 
championship race eight out of the last 
ten years, This year, riders such as 
Lawwill, Lacher and Dan Haaby on the 
larger 750’s were pre-race favorites 
over such 500 riders as Gene Romero 
and DeWayne Keeter who have ridden the 
smaller displacement machines all sea- 
Son long. 

The Ascot championship race willalso 
be the last time for any of the Novice 
and Amateur riders to score points for 
advancement in class. Racing begins at 
8:15 p.m. on the Gardena oval,

750cc Limit For '69 


Effective January 1, 1969 the AMA 
will allow such bikes as the Norton 
Commando 750, Triumph 750, BSA 750, 
Kawasaki 650, and Triumph 650s, naming 
just a few, to compete in AMA profes- 
sional dirt track events. Yes, at last 
week’s AMA Competition Congress the 
good guys won, finally, and against the 
wishes of AMA Competition director Bill 
Berry who the Congress representatives 
overruled, they made this of 1968 meet- 
ing the most important in AMA history, 

The old AMA rule limiting all ma- 
chines that incorporated an overhead 
valve set-up to 500cc while rigs with a 
sidevalve configuration could have up to 
a 750cc limit for flat-track events has 
been thrown out the window, (The only 
750cc sidevalve machine ‘‘in production’’ 
is the Harley-Davidson 750), 

The new rule states that any machine 
whether sidevalve or overhead may be 
up to the 7^0cc displacement, Incidental- 
ly, a new 750cc overhead valve sportster 
is on the way from Harley-Davidson, 

Road racing stays the same as before. 


AMA Pro-Moto-Cross 


Parliamentary procedure again ruled 
out the ‘‘old-fashioned’’ Bill Berry with 
the adoption of an AMA Moto-Cross 
system, The rules have been set up by 
noted AMA rider Dick Mann, top enduro 
rider John Penton, and publisher-pro- 
moter Bob Hicks. 

There will be rules for Professional 
Amateur and Expert classes. 


Sammy’s Fifth Scot 


Sammy Miller, the noted trials cham- 
pion has just won the Scottish Trial for the 
fifth time and has now equalled the record 
of Belfast rider Bill Nicholson, Sammy 
rides a Bultaco Sherpa T which is the 
bike he designed for the Spanish factory.

Last year the association spent Labor 
Day weekend removing beer cans and 
trash from the potentially beautiful Ray- 
mond Lake. Much to the delight of the 
U.S, Forest Service this mountain Tre- 
treat, 9,000 feet up in Alpine County and 
accessible only by a narrow, winding, 
precipitous seven-mile footpath, has 
been restored to its natural state. 

The association has now formed a 
sub-group for ground search and rescue 
operations.
